SIR ROBERT AND LADY MORIER 
were on Tuesday hononred by a visit from the Czar 
and Czarina and the Imperial Family. Notable 
sign of the cordial friendship of Russia and England! 
MR. GLADSTONE

Valentine's Day, in the Paris Chamber of 
Deputies, Comte De Douville- Maillefeu proposed the 
adjournment of the debate on the Revision Bill, 
and, in spite of the opposition of M. Floquet, it was 
carried by 307 votes against 218. М. Floquet there- 
upon announced that he would tender his resignation 
to President Carnot. 
GENERAL BOULANGER 
promptly published in Paris a manifesto to the 
electors of the Seine, in which he condemned the 
Floquet Ministry, and advocated the dissolution of 
an impotent Chamber. 
M. MELINE, 
being Presidentof the Corps Législatif, was naturally 
the Republican statesman M. Carnot turned to in the 
Ministerial crisis. But not till Saturday did urbane 
M. Méline consent to undertake the burdens of the 
Premiership. He then failed to form a Ministry. M. 
De Freycinet was then named first favourite.

Tux coolness of Lyster, the chief actor in the 
Muswell-hill burglary, according to the con- 
fession of one of his accomplices, is remarkable. 
On Monday at the Highgate Police-Court Alfred 
Lyster, forty, describing himself asan upholsterer, 
of 4, Huntingdon-street, Kingsland-road ; James 
Clarke, thirty-three, bootmaker, giving по 
address; and Charles Burdett, fifty-three, fish- 
curer, of Jacob-street, Shoreditch, were brought 
up on remand, charged with committing a 
burglary at Norton Lees, Muswell-hill, and 
further with shooting Mr. George Duckworth 
Atkin, at the same time and place, with intent 
to murder him. Wounded Mr. George Atkin, 
who pluckily pursued the burglars and was 
murderously shot, as pictured at the time 
in Zhe Penny Illustrated Paper, gave evidence 
for the first time 

Mr. Atkin stated that the man who shot him 
was about the height of Lyster. The first bullet 
entered the abdomen; and the second, fired 
deliberately at a distance of only 5 ft. from him, 
lodged in his chest. Other witnesses having 
been heard, a further statement by the prisoner 
Clarke was read. In it Clarke declared that the 
revolver found by the police at Highgate had 
been previously stolen by Lyster and himself 
from a house at Hackney. The accused were 
committed for trial. 


“JACK THE RIPPER.” 

It would seem that “Jack the Ripper ’’ has 
transferred himself from the Old World to the 
New, and is practising his horrible crimes with 
as much impunity in the Far West as he did in 
the east of London. Some time ago it was re- 
ported that some unknown criminal had per- 
es several murders of the well-known 

iteclfhpel type upon the outcast women in 
Jamaica. A similar outbreak of crime has 
occurred in Nicaragua. 

The last Whitechapel murder was committed 
on Lord Mayor's Day, Nov. 9, since which time 
there have been no similar atrocities in the east 
of London. We now learn that at the beginning 
of January similar atrocities were taking place 
in Nicaragua, and that about the end of December 
equally barbarous mutilations are reported from 
Jamaica. It would be interesting to know 
whether any steamer left the Thames after 
Nov. 9, and after calling at Jamaica in December 
proceeded to Central America. If such a steamer 
exists there seems a strong probability that the 
murderer will be found among her crew—at any 
rate, the clue isone which might well be followed 
up by our detectives.

George 
Ernest Jean Marie Boulanger was born at 
Rennes in 1837, and began his military 
career in Algeria at twenty years of age. He 
has seen severe service since then wherever 
the French flag has been borne with honour. He 
was Minister of War during the Premiership of 
M. De Freycinet and M. Goblet in 1886. His 
subsequent career, including his unlucky duel 
with M. Floquet last year, and his triumph over 
thelatest past Prime Ministerof Franceon Feb. 14, 
when he was present at the sitting which saw 
the defeat and resignation of M. Floquet, need 
not here be dwelt upon. General Boulanger, 
although pestered with an immense corre- 
spondence, is most accessible at his residence in 
the Rue Dumont d'Urville, Paris. It was in his 
sanctum there that General Boulanger was 
sketched by Mr. Julius M. Pricewith an attendant 
private secretary. Itis noteworthy that a small 
image of Prince Von Dismarck serves as a paper- 
weight on the well-littered desk of General 
Boulanger, whose hymn is the dashing “Еп 
Revenant de la Révue ” of M. Paulus.

Mr. Joseph 
Soames, the solicitor and ''treasurer" of the 
Times newspaper, is a good-looking gentleman 
of medium height and middle age. He is faith- 
fully limned by our Artist. Mr. Soames has, 
from the outset of the inquiry, been diligent in 
his attendance, and has assiduously instructed 
Sir Richard Webster, immediately below whom 
he has usually sat, with Mr. Macdonald, the 
acute manager of the Times, on one side of him, 
and sometimes stalwart young Mr. Buckle, the 
fair-bearded editor of the Zimes, on the other ; 
with young Mr. Walter close by. The order 
in which the Times’ representatives and the 
Parnellite party sit on this front bench, facing 
the Judges, is indicated in one of our Artist’s 
accurate Sketches. 
MR. SOAMES ENTERED THE WITNESS-BOX 

on Thursday, Feb. 14, the fiftieth day of the 
protracted inquiry. Not without bonhomie is 
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Mr. Soames. Indeed, he has just the look sug- 
gestive of good-fellowship in private life. He 
promptly owned that he had been engaged in 
obtaining witnesses for this case. He said he 
was first consulted as to the alleged Parnell 
letters in November, 1886, with the exception of 
the letter dated May, 1882. He handed in seven 
letters alleged to have been written by Mr. 
Parnell. he first was dated Jan. 9, 1882, and 
was the familiar one beginning “ What are the 
fellows waiting for?" The second was dated 
May, 1882, and commenced “Т am not sur- 
prised.” There were three dated Tuesday, but 
without any other date. 

Sir James Hannen : Have the letters been photographed ! 

The Attorney-General: Yes. 

Sir James Hannen : Then I would like to have copies. 
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CROSS EXAMINES 
ME MACDONALD - 


Mr. Soames said he received the letters from 
Mr. Macdonald, manager of the Zimes. 了 He sub- 
sequently learned where the letters came from.

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He had compared the letters with Mr. Parnell’s 
handwriting, and they had been under the in- 
spection of Mr. O'Donnell Among the hand- 
writing of Mr. Parnell compared with the 
letters were several orders ot admission to 
the House of Commons given by him. Two 
were dated 1875 and 1877. Не could refer to 
every document with which the handwriting was 
compared before the letters were published. He 
stated that Mr. Macdonald received the Parnell 
letters from Mr. Houston, who got them from 
Mr. Pigott. Mr. Soames also said that the 
“ Pamellism and Crime" articles were written 
by Mr. Flanagan, son of a Judge in Ireland, and 
one of the Times’ staff. 

Mr. Soames also admitted how much money 
was paid for “ће letters." He said a cheque 
for £1000 was partially to recoup Mr. Houston 
for expenses in going to America, and for those 
who assisted. He paid Mr. Houston £200, £30, 
£40, £12, £180, £550, £342, and £100. The 
witness added that he paid Mr. Mozer, the detec- 
tive, more than £1000 and less than £2000. He 
further paid Mr. Kirby £250. The witness had 
sent two or three other agents to America. Не 
had paid an agent named Thompson £300. 
He took pains to form an opinion as to 
Davitt's letter, and he had come to the con- 
clusion that it was genuine. Surprise was 
occasioned when the witness mentioned that 
Mr. Pigott said Mr. George Lewis en- 
deavoured to get him to state that the letters 
were forged; and that Mr. Labouchere had 
offered Pigott £1000 to. go into the box and 
swear he was the forger of the letters. Mr. 
Soames further declared that he had *'traced 
Pigott to Mr. Labouchere's house on two or 
three occasions, and traced him in the company 
of Mr. Parnell, Mr. Lewis, and Mr. Labouchere 
on a date which I can give you." Sir Charles 
Russell, Q.C., M.P., is depicted in our large 
Engraving as he ably cross-examined Mr. Soames 
on behalf of Mr. Parnell. 

Mr. Parneli's speech in Parliament, as given 
in “ Hansard,” made immediately after the pub- 
lication of the facsimile letter which he charac- 
terised ав “ ап unblushing fraud," was read, as 
well as other matters. 

MR. MACDONALD, MANAGER OF “ THE TIMES,"

Mr. Macdonald stoutly declined 
to answer some questions put to him as to his 
opinion on the letters ; but he clung to his belief 
as to their genuineness. Incidentally, it came 
out that the whole of the *'Parnellism and 
Crimes” articles were not written by one writer, 
but by several. 

The President expressed his disapproval on 
Tuesday of the Attorney-General's conduct of 
the case, in so far that he wished to call Mr. 
Inglis after Mr. Macdonald instead of Mr. 
Houston and Mr. Pigott. Thereupon, Sir R. 
Webster courteously fell in with Sir James

MR. EDWARD CAULFIELD HOUSTON 
was accordingly called, and examined by the 
Attorney-General.

Patriotic Union, and had been so since its 
formation in the month of May, 1885. Не 
attended the murder trials in Dublin in 1882 and 
1833, and wrote the descriptive account of 
them for the Times. It was in 1885 he 
had a communication from Mr. Pigott, formerly 
proprietor of the Irishman, and а“ Nationalist ”’ 
Journalist, respecting John Devoy. The informa- 
tion obtained from Mr. Pigott he made use of in 
а pamphlet, “ Parnellism Unmasked.” His 
explanations showed that the alleged Parnell 
letters were obtained in a very roundabout way 
from Pigott, who said he first went to one 
Eugene Davies in Lausanne, and learnt that 
certain documents were to be had in Paris. 
Pigott then made a trip to America, and 
secured an order in the States for the 
letters to be delivered up in Paris. Mr. Houston 
said:—‘‘ From what I remember of Davis's 
statement, according to Mr. Pigott, he said the 
letters were in a bag in a room in Paris, in which 
Frank Byrne was supposed to have resided, or 
that they were left in the possession of a man 
named Kelly, a schoolmaster, who was supposed 
to have purchased the Phoenix Park knife.” In 
Paris witness received the first batch of letters 
from Mr. Pigott. They were the five Parnell 
letters and the six Egan letters. Mr. Houston 
took them to Mr. Buckle and Mr. Macdonald, 
of the Times.

CHARGE AGAINST MR. PIGOTT. 


Without following Mr. Houston through his 
labyrinthine statements as to how he got all the 
letters trom Mr. Pigott, and how he destroyed 
the communications Pigott made to him in 
writing, we come to Sir Charles Russell’s cross- 
examination. ‘That learned counsel elicited 
from the witness that he knew Mr. Pigott 
was a vehement opponent of Mr. Parnell and 
the Land League. Sir Charles read a letter from 
Messrs. Lewis and Lewis to Mr. Pigott, which 
was dated Noy. 15, and was to the following 
effect :—'* Dear Sir,—I am in receipt of yours of 
the 3rd instant, and have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity of showing it to Mr. Parnell. So far as i 
am concerned your statement is untrue, аз are 
most of your statements. We are aware that 
you forged the letters before you wrote us. We 
have вабрсепаед Mr. Houston, who obtained the 
letters through you." Now, did Mr. Pigott 
show you that letter ?一 He told me he had been 
charged with forging the letters. Наз he ever 
told you from whom he received any of these 
letters?—I think he mentioned the name of a 
man named Murphy in connection with the 


letters. Allthis evidence naturally made every- 


one anxious to see Mr. Pigott in the box. 


DESTRUCTION OF CORRESPONDENCE. 


A noteworthy feature of Mr. Houston's trenchant 
cross-examination by Sir Charles Russell was his 
admission that after being subpcenaed by Mr. George 
Lewis, he destroyed all the letters and cable messages 
he had received from Mr. Pigott, alleging that there 
was an understanding between them from the com- 
mencement that this should be done so as to avoid 
publicity. Mr. Houston, pale and haggard, was on 
Wednesday not so cocksure in manner as he was at 
the commencement of Sir Charles Russell's cross- 
examination. Mr. Parnell and Mr. Labouchere were 
again in court to listen to Mr. Houstou's astounding 
admissions. With that quiet, neat, not-to-be-denied 
manner which Sir Charles Russell has cultifated to 
a fine art, the skilful leading counsel for Mr. Parnell 
on Wednesday got Mr. Houston to contradict him- 
self, the witness on this occasion owning that Pigott 
did not ask him to destroy his letters, explaining 
that his memory had sufficiently revived to enable 
him to state that. Questioned as to from whom, 
besides Dr. Maguire, he borrowed the money for the 
letters in the tirst instance, Mr. Houston replied, 
* Private friends, whose names I do not care to 
give." Sir Charles Russell pressed the question, 
however, and after appealing to the President the 
witness said Sir Roland Blennerhasset, Lord Richard 
Grosvenor, and Mr. Hogg, of Dublin, were the 
friends who had made the advances. He told them 
he wanted it for political purposes. “ Have you 
repaid 162 "—* Yes, when I got the funds from Mr. 
Macdonald.’’ 

THE STORY OF THE LETTER-BAG 
was retold, under cross-examination, by Mr. 
Houston :— Ў 

“I understood that the letters were left іп a bag in а 
room where Frank Byrne or a man named Kelly was 
arrested. ‘This bag was subsequently taken possession 0 
» certain Fenians in Paris. These Fenians held possession 
of them, and, after being in communication with certain 
persons in America, refuse to give them up until they got 
the sanction of those persons in America. I sent Pigott to 
America to get the sanction, and he returned and informed 
me that he had got a letter from certain persons to the 
Fenians in Paris. He subsequently returned to Paris two 
or three times, and on the morning in question he brought 
me the letters.” 


Mr. Houston then confessed he had taken no steps 
to test the authenticity of Pigott’s statements; but 
later on he was induced to own he “ рій not like 
Mr. Pigott’s interview with Mr. Labouchere.”
